Gynecology, surgleal and medical, was the
subject engrossing the attentlon of the
National Belectie Medioal assoolntion until
noon yesterday., It was divided into two
soctlons, that discussing the surgical phase
being presided over by Dr. B L. Btundlee
of 8t Louis, who submitied a paper on
“Salpingitis,” and that covering the medical
being presided over by Dr. Thomas Garth
of Clarion, Ta. In the latter section papers
were submitted by Iirs. George Covert of
Clinten, Wis.; T. BE. Casteline of Bdgar,
Neb.; M. A, Carrlker of Nebraska Clity and
others.

During the early morning procecdings
the amendment to the bylaws, submitted by
Dr. G. W. Boskowite nf New York a year
Ao to provide for a levy of a per capita
tax of 10 cents for the benent of the national
nssoclation, was adopted afler It had been
thoroughly sifted. Dr. Boskowitz, In ex-
planation of his amendment, sald It was
simply applying the ldea of certaln secrel
societies In thelr methods of supporting
thelr grand lodges,

Later in the sesslon Dr. J. F. McClanahan
of Boonville, Mo, proposed an smendment
to the bylaws to cut down the annual dues
$2. The membership fee |8 now $2, and the
annunl dues $6. Dr. MeClanahan deslres to
make It $6 altogether, and sald he knew &
a great many doctors who waould join the
natlonal assbelation it the praoposed reduc-
tion were made, Under the rules his amend-
ment will e over for a year,

The credentials committee reported that
it had refused the application of the New
Snglund Eelectic Medical sociely for recog-
nitlon as an auxiliary body on the ground
that it ennnot be recognized as either an
nuxiliary or a subordinate soclety, because it
Is an organization of a general charncter,
drawing s membership from the several
New England states, To a certaln extent it
competes with the national association and
its rules are not so strict, he sald, The
report was adopted, us wis also its recom-
mendation that a number of state and other
gocletles, which had been accustamed to send
delegates, be admitted as nuxilinry bodies,

Cont of Trip to Paris,
